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HOURS FOR WOMEN 


ABOLISHED 


Beginning with the fall 
quarter, women students at 
Ohio University will no longer 
have to worry about getting 
“minutes” for coming in late, 
because hours for all women 
(seniors, juniors, sophomores 
and freshmen) will be a thing 
of the past. 

In a new policy approved 
by President Claude R. Sowle 
February 9, the privilege of 
self-regulated hours with pa- 
rental permission was extend- 
ed to freshman women for the 
spring quarter now underway 
However, in September, pa- 
rental permission won’t be re- 
quired of women students be- 
cause hours will no longer exist. 

The new policy is in keeping 
with the trend away from the 
University acting in loco pa- 
rentis and compares favorably 
with what is occurring at 
other Ohio colleges and uni- 
versities and on campuses all 
over the country 

Ohio University has moved 
cautiously in the past in mak- 
ing changes in women’s hours 
and in other social regulations 
which affect directly the per- 
sonal lives of students. 


AT OHIO 


In an article appearing in 
the February Journal about 
the changing social regulations 
on campus, the Journal point- 
ed out that over the past six 
years there has been a steady 
modification of the women’s 
hours policy on campus. Prior 
to the spring quarter, women 
over 21 (by virtue of their 
age), seniors, juniors and 
sophomores with parental per- 
mission had _ self - regulated 
hours. Those without parental 
permission and freshman wom- 
en had 12 Sunday 
through Thursday and one 
o’clocks Friday and Saturday. 
This pohey-had been in effect 
since September, 1969

Tight Budget Seen for 1971-72 


Deans Plan Emergency Measures 


Ohio University’s academic 
deans have developed an emer- 
gency plan for 1971-72 that 
will stretch the faculty's teach- 
ing capability and thereby 
postpone a needed expansion 
of approximately 40 new fac- 
ulty members estimated to 
cost $450,000. 

The belt-tightening move is 
a temporary measure taken to 
stay within the University’s 
$42 million budget, 
retaining proposed faculty sal- 
ary increases of roughly five 
percent for the coming year 
The newly adopted budget 
was approved by the Board of 
Trustees February 22. 

Increased teaching assign- 
ments, rearrangement of class 
hours and sizes and reduction 
of non-teaching duties 
among the methods which will 
be utilized to provide more 
teaching capability by the 770- 
member faculty 

The deans’ plan was devel- 
oped after public budget hear- 
ing January 31 through Feb- 
ruary 2 indicated no further 
money would be available for 
new faculty appointments and

after the University Council 
recommended that a_ salary 
freeze for contract employes 


be instituted to provide new- 
faculty funds. 

The choice to increase the 
faculty work load was a diffi- 
cult one for the deans, who 
have called the plan a type of 
“radical surgery” that will lead 
to “erosion of quality.” How- 
ever, retention of the proposed 
salary raises was viewed as es- 
sential to avoid “real salary” 
due to increases in 
the cost of living

Faculty Senate members re- 
luctantly endorsed the deans’ 
proposals for holding the line 
to match available funds for 
1971-72. A senate resolution 
stated, “We endorse the pro- 
posal only as an alternative to 
the proposed contract salary 
freeze. We do not approve the 
deans’ plan as a continuing 
method of meeting the long- 
range problems of the academ- 
ic area which can only be met 
by increasing the real support 
of the teaching and research 
function of the University.”

Records Show Significant 
Increases in Alumni Giving 


During a period when too 
many colleges and universities 
are experiencing declines in 
financial support from their 
alumni and friends, Ohio Uni- 
versity is recording significant 
increases. 

As of February 28, $139,394 
in gifts and pledges had been 
received from 1,725 alumni. 
This represents an increase of 
$100,221 for the same period 
one year ago. An additional 
$45,572 has been paid on 
pledges made in previous years 
by 843 alumni and friends, 

“The generous response to 
the current campaign for fi- 
nancial support is testimony to 
the confidence and understand- 
ing of our alumni and friends,” 
Jack Ellis, °57, director of de- 
velopment, said 

In addition to being one 
hundred thousand dollars 
ahead in alumni giving this 
year, gifts and pledges from 
friends are also up. During 
the current campaign, which 
ends June 30, $67,863 has been 
given or pledged to the Uni- 
versity from friends, This rep- 
resents an increase of $38,918 
over the same period one year 
ago. 

“Although we are extremely 
pleased with the response, there 
are who could 
increase substantially the totals 
if they would send their $5, 
$10 and $25 contributions,” 
Ellis said. “With two appeals 
scheduled before the close of 
the campaign and with the 
help of our many alumni who 
could still be added to the 
alumni honor roll, this year 
could be one of Ohio Univer- 
sity’s finest in alumni giving. 

“For the first time we are

UNIVERSITY, ROTC 
SIGN AGREEMENTS 


Under new contracts be- 
tween Ohio University and 
the Army and Air Force, mili- 
tary personnel teaching in the 
ROTC programs will be un- 
der more academic control, 
but changes in course content 
and course requirements will 
not be made. 

The most significant change 
in the new contracts follows a 
recommendation by the Cur- 
riculum Council that all credit 
courses be taught by persons 
holding academic ranks in 
academic departments. The 
Air Force contract states that 
“ROTC officers will be evalu- 
ated by this institution for ap- 
propriate academic rank using 
Pp rocedures compar able to 
those employed in the case of 
the institution’s civilian faculty 
members.” This procedure will 
also be followed by the Army

What possible connection 
could there be between Ohio 
University’s WOUB Radio, the 
poor people of southeastern 


Ohio and the staff of the 
Johnny Carson Show? 
The answer is Project 


Warmth, a clothing drive 
which has benefited more than 
600 area families in the past 
five months. 

The idea for the project was 
proposed by John R. Harnack, 
69, regional producer for 
WOUB-FM, first, “to provide 
necessary clothing, shoes and 
blankets for poor people in 
southeastern Ohio’; second, 
“to create individual pride and 
a sense of community through 
community centers,” and third, 
“to strengthen the relationship 
between the poor community 
and WOUB Radio.” 

Following his graduation 
from Ohio University, Har- 
nack spent a year as a VISTA 
volunteer in Tennessee, where 
he became acutely aware of 
the problems of the Appala- 
chian poor. When he returned 
to the University last Septem- 
ber as FM regional producer, 
his job assignment was to re- 
late to the local people and to 
discover the particular prob- 
lems of the 170,000 people liv- 
ing in the 28 counties covered 
by WOUB-FM’s powerful sig- 
nal. The combination of Har- 
nack’s earlier experience in 
Tennessee and his job assign- 
ment resulted in the Project 
Warmth proposal. 

Having approval for 
the project, Harnack started 
off with no space for storage, 
no plan for distribution of the 
clothing, and no idea of how 
the project would be accepted 
by the listening public who 
would be asked to contribute 
the clothing, or by the low- 
income families who were the 


won 


proposed recipients. 

Harnack felt his first goal 
should be to collect enough 
clothing so that he could “Dre- 
sent the project to 
community as an 


the poor 
actuality, 
not as just one more in a long 
line of rosey promises which 
never come to anything.” 


A saturation campaign to 


acquaint the public with the 
lack of clothing among low- 
income families in the area 
was planned. Thirty 60-second 
spot announcements were pro- 
duced by the station to point 
out the desperate need. Among 
the spots was one explaining 
that very often children had 
to wait for the school bus in 
the very coldest weather with 
nothing more on than a thin 
shirt or dress because they 
had no coats; another told 
how children had to sleep in 


their clothes because there 
were no blankets. 
The response to the cam- 


paign was astounding and, 
fortunately, Harnack was able 
to acquire an area for clothing 
collection and storage in 
the new Radio-TV Communi- 
cation building. 

The saturation campaign 
proved very insidious for the 
radio audience. One listener 
reported that she and her hus- 
band had collected several ar- 
ticles of clothing for the proj- 
ect. They debated over adding 
a fine, warm jacket of his. It 
was in excellent condition, but 
he had not worn it since get- 
ting a new one. Finally, they 
decided to put it back in the 
closet. As the listener tells it, 
she happened to choose a par- 
ticularly cold evening to take 
the clothes to the collection 
center. While waiting for the 
car to warm up, she heard one 
of the spot announcements, 
and she had no choice but to 
go back into the house and 
add that jacket 

A surprising incident in 
Project Warmth came about 
when Gloria Paul, ’70, was in 
Athens for a visit. In conversa- 
tion with Harnack she learned 
about Project Warmth, and 
upon returning to her job as 
talent coordinator for the 
Johnny Carson Show she told 
her fellow employes about it 
Soon several boxes of clothing 
arrived from the Carson staff! 

In addition to such dona- 
tions by individuals, four or 
five Athens merchants 
donated merchandise. 

When he had a substantial 
collection of clothing, Harnack 
moved on to the next aspect 


have 


of the project which was to 
contact the possible recipients 
and arrange for distribution. 

The People’s Rights and 
Benefit League, a group of 
low-income people in Athens, 
Hocking and Perry counties 
who banded together for self- 
help, was given complete au- 
tonomy in the distribution. 
The league acquired buildings 
in Nelsonville and Junction 
City; built racks and shelves 
for display purposes, and ar- 
ranged for announcements of 
the distribution to appear in 
local newspapers and on the 
Nelsonville cable system. 

“On the first day, between 
30 and 40 mothers were at 
the distribution centers, and 
there just wasn’t enough cloth- 
ing to go around,” Harnack 
said. However, contributions 
continued to come in, and so 
far more than 600 families 
have received clothing, shoes 
and_ blankets. 

“Sometime late in December 
the clothing collection dwin- 
dled from one truckload a day 
to one or two a week, and 
league leaders realized they 
could not rely only on individ- 
uals in the area,’ Harnack 
explained. “They then turned 
to local manufacturers for 
contributions. The Williams 
Shoe Company of Lancaster 
responded magnificently with 
a gift of 400 pairs of quality, 
modern shoes. This gave a 
tremendous boost to the com- 
munity organizers as they real- 
ized that they could manage 
the project themselves and 
thus merited the faith we had 
had in them from the first.” 
Then, as the distribution center 
in Junction City developed 
into a community center as 
well, the second objective of 
Harnack’s proposal seemed to 
be turning into as much a 
reality as his first. 

The third aspect, that of 
strengthening the relationship 
between the poor community 
and the station, seems to be 
coming to fruition. 

WOUB-FM has now estab- 
lished a community base 
among the low-income people 
within the listening area. 
Harnack, who favors a public- 
forum radio format, hopes that 
these people will come up with 
programming ideas and that 
the station will be able to use 
its know-how and equipment 
to bring these ideas to the com- 
munity. He feels that Appa- 
lachia is still basically an oral 
culture and he would like to 
use WOUB-FM as a grapevine, 
cracker barrel medium. George 
Joachim, °67, MA °68, the 
director of broadcasting, agrees 
with him, and there is some 
thought of initiating a phone- 
in program during which 
listeners could telephone the 
disc jockey and chat on the 
air between records. 

Because they are beginning 
to recognize that WOUB-FM 
as a station is really interested 
in them and their interests, the 
low-income families are tuning 
in. Hammack knows of at least 
five families who have acquired 
FM radios in order to pick up 
the station which brought them 
Project Warmth.

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Alumni Will Vote on Constitution June 12 


In accordance with Article V of the Alumni Association Constitution, adopted October 14, 
1968, the constitution may be repealed, added to or amended by a two-thirds favorable vote of 
those regular members present at the annual meeting, provided the proposal has been pre- 
viously approved by a two-thirds vote of the alumni board of directors and published in the 
official alumni publication at least 30 days prior to the annual meeting. 

In compliance with the above and with the unanimous approval of the alumni board of 
directors, we submit the following constitution which will be proposed for acceptance at the 
next annual meeting of the Alumni Association to be held in Athens, Ohio, on June 12, 1971.

ALUMNI 


ARTICLE I 
NAME AND PURPOSE 
The name of the association shall be the Ohio 
University Alumni Association. 
It shall be the purpose of the association to 
promote the general welfare of the Ohio University 
and its alumni. 


ARTICLE II 
MEMBERSHIP 

There will be three classes of membership as fol- 
lows: 

1) Regular members; All recipients of degrees 
from the University and all persons who have com- 
pleted one academic year in good standing 

2) Associate members: Present members of the 
administrative staff, faculty members, members of 
University Board of Trustees and trustees of The 


Qhio University Fund, Inc., who are not regular 
members, 
3) Honorary members: Persons who have or 


may render valuable and conspicuous service to the 
University and/or the association. Honorary mem- 
bership shall be granted by a two-thirds vote of the 
board of directors. 

Associate and honorary members shall not be 
eligible to hold office in the association. 


ARTICLE III 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS AND OFFICERS 

The board of directors, all of whom shall be 
regular members in good standing of this association, 
shall manage the business and property of the as- 
sociation in cooperation with the director of alumni 
affairs, appointed by the University. The number of 
directors, the term of office and the manner in 
which they are elected or appointed shall be set 
forth in the by-laws. Officers shall be elected by the 
board in the manner set forth in the by-laws. 

Powers and duties of board shall include: 

(a) Establish such by-laws and regulations neces- 
sary for the transaction of all business. Eight members 
of the board of directors shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. 

(b) Fill vacancies on the board of directors or 
among officers and to remove from office those

directors and officers who are unable to fulfill the 
obligations and responsibilities imposed upon them 
by their office. In removing a director or officer from 
office, notification of intent to remove must be given 
in writing ten days prior to the meeting during 
which such vote will be cast and a two-thirds vote 
of those present will be required. 

(c) To communicate with alumni, assist the 
Office of Development in publication of an alumni 
periodical and other promotional material. 

(d) To represent the Alumni Association at 
official functions of the association and, when re- 
quested, the University. 

(e) Assist the Office of Development in fund 
raising and promotion of the University. 

(f) To render such other services as may be 
necessary and proper to carry out the purposes of 
the Ohio University Alumni Association. 


ARTICLE IV 
BY-LAWS 

The power to make, alter, amend or repeal the 
by-laws shall be vested in the board of directors. 

Any and all matters and rules for the government 
of the association, not specifically covered in the 
articles, insofar as permited by law, shall be set 
forth in the by-laws. 


ARTICLE V 

ANNUAL MEETING 

The annual meeting shall be held in Athens 
on Alumni Day, preceding Commencement Day; ad- 
ditional meetings may be called by the board of 
directors. Notice of the date, time and place of the 
meeting shall be given to the members 30 days 
prior to the meeting 


ARTICLE VI 

AMENDMENTS 

This constitution may be repealed, added to 
or amended at the annual meeting by a favorable vote 
of two-thirds of the regular members present, pro- 
vided the proposed amendment shall have been 
first approved by a two-thirds vote of the board 
of directors and then published in the official publica- 
tion, or a copy thereof mailed to all members at 
least 30 days prior to the annual meeting.

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Class of '71 Works Toward 
$71,000 Challenge Goal 


Members of the Class of 
1971 have pledged $18,365 so 
far toward their $71,000 Se- 
nior Class Challenge goal. 

Pledged in “shares” of $50 
to be paid in $10 amounts 
over the next five years, the 
money will be used to con- 
struct two or three mini-parks 
in open areas around campus. 
The first site is the vacant lot 
on College St. where the old 
WOUB-TV building used to 
stand, Construction is set to 
begin as soon as the weather 
permits, 

At the February 7 kick-off 
banquet, Dr. Wilfred R. Kon- 
neker, 43, vice president and 
general manager of the Mal- 
linkrodt Chemical Co., St. 
Louis, emphasized the impor- 
tance of alumni support to the 
University, 

Speaking to 70 campaign of- 
ficers, green directors, captains 
and workers, Dr. Konneker, 
an alumni director, said, “I 
know you have worked very 
hard and have had to pay 
what seemed like exorbitant 
fees to get your degree, but 
still I remind you, had it not 
been for donations from friends 
and alumni, the cost of your 
degree would have easily been 
over one-third higher. 


“T have been involved on 
a couple foundation boards. 
One of the major questions 
such a group asks when a 
request comes in from a uni- 
versity is, ‘How have the alum- 
ni supported the university?’ 
The foundations are not so 
much interested in how much 
money alumni have given but 
in what percentage of the 
alumni participate in the uni- 
versity’s programs,” Dr. Kon- 
neker explained 

“After all, who should know 
the university better than those 
who attended, and if they don’t 
think it’s worth supporting, it 
is difficult to convince a group, 
none of whom probably at- 
tended the college, that they 
should give any large sum of 
money toward its support.” 

Since the Senior Class Chal- 
lenge was initiated by the Class 
of 1966, more than $208,000 
has been pledged to Ohio. The 
money has been designated for 


various uses, such as the li- 
brary fund and scholarship 
funds, and in all cases the 


Challenge has become an im- 
portant source of support for 
the University 

James A. Wycoff, senior class

Eighty percent of the 18,668 
students enrolled on Ohio Uni- 
versity’s Athens campus come 
from only four states — Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, New York and 
New Jersey. This is the finding 
of a study by Charles A. Walk- 
er, director of regents report- 
ing, of the University’s enroll- 
ment during the 1970 fall 
quarter. 

Ohio residents make up 
66% of the total enrollment 
on the main campus, while 
residents of the other three 
states make up 14%. Of the 
14,010 Ohio residents, 41% 
come from four counties — 
Cuyahoga, Athens, Franklin 
and Montgomery. 

Every state in the union is 
represented at Ohio University, 
although three states are 
represented by undergraduates 
only (Idaho, Nebraska and 
Utah) and five states by grad- 
uate students only (Mississippi, 
Montana, New Mexico, South 
Dakota and Wyoming). 

The top ten states, with 
undergraduates and graduate 
students listed in parentheses, 
are: Ohio (12,942) (1,068) ; 
Pennsylvania (935) (87) ; New 
York (879) (90) ; New Jersey 
(797) (39); West Virginia 
(112) (59); Illinois (126) 
(36); Virginia (145) (10); 
Maryland (127) (14); Mas- 
sachusetts (103) (30), and 
Michigan (79) (29). 

Ohio's top ten counties, with 
the combined total of gradu- 
ate and undergraduate stu- 
dents listed in parentheses, are 
Cuyahoga (2,649); Athens 
(1,587); Franklin (1,039) ; 
Montgomery (720) ; Hamilton 


(641) ; Summit (432); Lucas 
(332) ; Lorain (328) ; Belmont 
(323), and Mahoning (270). 

The total enrollment of 
18,668 students on the main 
campus includes 622 doctoral 
candidates; 1,215 master’s can- 
didates; 3,263 seniors; 3,634 
juniors; 3,863 sophomores; 5,- 
658 freshmen, and 413 special 
students. Within this break- 


down are 317 international 
students, 139 of whom are 
graduate students and 178 


undergraduate students.

Huntsman Quits Post; 
New Coach Named 


Meade R. Burnett, track and 
cross country coach at Ashland 
College since 1965, is the new 
Bobcat track and cross coun- 
try coach, 

Burnett’s. appointment be- 
came effective March 15 after 
Coach Stan Hunstman, track 
and cross country mentor at 
Ohio for the last 12 years, 
resigned to take a similar post 
at the University of Tennessee. 

A Cleveland native, Burnett 
is a 1955 graduate of Ohio 
State, where he captained the 
track team and was a NCAA 
medal winner in the 440-yard 
dash in 1954. 

A high school All-American, 
Burnett founded and coached 
the Cleveland Striders AAU 
team in 1959 and in that posi- 
tion worked with many former 
Bobeats greats including Olym- 
pian Les Carney, °59, and two- 
time NCAA champion Emmett 
Taylor, ’68. 

Burnett’s track teams were 
1965 and 1966 champions in 
the Mid-Ohio; NCAA Mid- 
East Regional champions in 
1968, and last year finished 
tenth in the National College 
Division championships, high- 
est finish ever for an Ashland 
team, He has had eight Col- 
lege Division All-Americans 
and a like number of AAU 
champions. 


A total of seven basketball 
records went by the board in 
the 1970-71 season which 
found the Bobcats finish 17-7 
overall and 6-4 in the MAC 
for second place behind the 
Miami Redskins. 

Three of those records were 
broken by seniors Ken Kowall 
and Craig Love who finished 
in a dead heat for most valu- 
able player. 

Kowall’s 502-point season 
moved him into eighth in all- 
time scoring at Ohio 
with 1,042 points, and _ his 
20.9 ppg average this year 
was best ever. The 502 points 
this year is nine better than 
the record of 493 set in 1964- 
65 by Don Hilt, "66. Kowall 
also tied most free throws in 
a season with 130, a mark set 
by Dick Garrison, °56. 

Love chalked up the best 
field goal percentage in a 
career with a .499 mark (389 
of 780), bettering the standard 
of 448 by Dave Groff, ’70, in 
1968-70. Love scored 442 
points this season, the eighth 
best on the Ohio books. 

The team had

the .448 of the great 1963-64, 
21-6 team and the MAC 
champions of 1964-65. 

From the line too, this team 
was best for a season with .722, 
bettering the old standard of 
684 set in 1955-56. 

It set one game mark, high- 
est free throw percentage, with 
28 of 30 against Indiana for 
933, 

As a team this year’s Bob- 
cats hung up the best varsity 
record since Coach Jim Sny- 
der’s own college team back in 
1938-41 with a 54-21 won-loss 
record. Snyder's team for var- 
sity competition was 49-18. 

Junior Bob Howell won the 
team trophy for free throws 
with 79 of 101 for .782.

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"Murph" Getting Ready for Fourth 
Season with Gene Autry's Angels

From the time Tom Mur- 
phy, 67, left Euclid, after 
leading his high school team 
to a state baseball champion- 
ship, to attend Ohio Univer- 
sity, he was dedicated to one 
thing — a professional base- 
ball career. 

Enroute to that goal, he won 
16 of 17 games for Ohio, lead- 
ing the Bobcats to a league 
title and a 43-7-1 record be- 
fore signing a bonus big league 
contract with the California 
Angels his senior year. 

Today he’s an established 
major leaguer and a regular 
rotation starting pitcher for 
Gene Autry’s Angels. 

“Tl never forget those four 
great years at Ohio,” Murphy 
told me via a long distance 
phone call after shutting out 
the San Francisco Giants for 
three innings in a spring ex- 
hibition game March 11. 

“Bob Wren taught me a lot, 
both on and off the field,” 
“Murph” said. “My whole at- 
titude toward the game — a 
lot of strategy, fundamentals 
and to gain confidence in my- 
self — I owe to Bob Wren. 
He’s probably responsible for 
my not having to spend any 
more time in the minors than 
I did.” 

Murphy signed in the spring 
of 1967 and commuted from 
Athens to Davenport, Ia., on 
weekends to pitch. The going 
was rough at first and Murphy 
was sent to Seattle and then 
to El Paso before the worm 
began to turn. 

In spring training of 1968, 
he was cut on the final day 
and sent back to Seattle in 
Triple A ball. But by June he 
joined the Angels in Yankee 
Stadium and on the 8th had 
his first start against Boston. 
He went seven innings, gave 
up two runs, in a no decision 
game, 

His first win came against 
the Yankees (3-1) and he was 
on his way. He finished his 
rookie big league campaign 5-6 
with a 2.21 ERA. In the 1969 
season he was 10-16 and then 
last year turned it around for 


a fine 16-13 record and a 4.3 
ERA. 
Having won 16 last year, 


Murph is an established big 
leaguer now and commands 
upwards of $30,000. He’s pres- 
ently in spring training in 
Phoenix, Az., and slowly 
rounding into shape for what 
he hopes will be a big season. 

“We've got a great club and 
I think we can make a run 
at the pennant,” he told me. 
“It’s always been my dream to 
play in a world series, win 20 
games and make the all-star 
team. I don’t know if it'll be 
this year or not, but I hope one 
of these years,” 

Famous for his pranks with 
his look-alike twin brother 
Roger, Tom hasn’t lost any of 
his sense of humor. 

First time they pulled the 
trick was when brother Roger 
was a first-string end for Ara 
Parseghian at Northwestern. 
“I put on Roger’s uniform and 
dropped every pass in the Fri-

day warm-up drill,” Tom said. 
“Ara was beside himself until 
he figured out why.” 

Then Tom pulled a switch- 
eroo and had Roger dress up 
in his Angel baseball uniform 
and inform then-manager Bill 
Rigney he was quitting base- 
ball. Again this spring, the 
Murphy boys switched uni- 
forms with Roger taking the 
mound for warm-up pitches in 
a televised game with the Cubs 
before the Angel pitching 
coach spotted the switch. 
“Gene Autry was standing be- 
side me in the dugout,’ Tom 
said, “so he knew what was 
going on. He got quite a kick 
out of it.” 

A sinking fast ball has be- 
come Murph’s best pitch, along 
with a hard slider. There's 
been no change in his delivery, 
always a_ three-quarter, side- 
arm pitcher since high school 
days. 

“T feel a lot more secure 
Murph said, “and can 
concentrate on getting in shape 
slowly instead of having to 
impress people, like my first 
year up. I know the position 
is mine and I can work on 
things.” 

Tom's schedule is calesthen- 
ics, fundamentals, every four 
days a pitching start, and lots 
of running. “It’s a four-day 
cycle, as I'll work this summer 
so that the arm learns to re- 
spond — just like in college 
when Coach Wren would pitch 
us early in the week to get 
ready for the weekend league 
games.” 

Still a bachelor, Tom lives in 
an apartment in Corona Del 
Mar, next to Newport Beach, 
and enjoys the surf. He shares 
a room with Angel hurler Andy 
Messersmith who came up 
about the same time he did. 

“T don’t throw the ball as 
hard as I used to in college,” 
Murphy related. “I’ve learned 
to spot it, have much better 
control and know how to pitch 
to the batters I have to face.” 

Often Tom will run into 
former high school and Bob- 
cat mate Berke Reichenbach, 
’67, just recently traded from 
the White Sox to the Pirates. 
“We talk about the old days 
at Ohio a lot. 


now,” 


“I’m going to call up Bob 
Wren and surprise him some 
day,’ Tom told me.
